or fodder they want.

IK the romfort they get out 


of it for bedding and shelter. 
It .is 


essential to keep cattle 
comfortable 


and contented while feeding, 


combination in cattle and corn docs 
not always exist. 
That was the high- 


est priced corn we ever fed and the 
load of cattle made the most money. 
The load fed in 1901 on 40 cent corn, 
showed a loss of $55, saying nothing 
about the hogs. 


"I think a few well bred 
cattle 


will pay their way. In fact they 
ire a necessity In diversified farm- 
ing. 
I think that experiments show 


that corn and clover is about ' the 
cheapest and the host feed for cattle. 
We produce it at home on our own 
farms. 
Then why buy the prepared 


cattle feed from the cotton fields oi the 
south. 


"In feeding a breeding animal do not 


give so much corn, but more oats and 
br.-in and a little oil meal and beets. 
Give them plenty of exercise. 
They 


are feJ to maintain their standard for 
a purpose and should have different 
care. 
The extravagant use of corn is 


likely to ruin him for breeding pur-

days, starting with good fleshy feeders. 
Ship to some leading market unless a 
buyer at home pays you a price that 
you cannot afford to bhip on. 
The 


question is to get them to market with 
the least shrinkage. 


"We give our cattle the same feed 


up to the day that we are going to 
load them in the evening. 
We cover 


the tank so that they can't get water 
that day. We load them in a well 
bedded stock car anJ get to Chicago 
next morning. 
As a rule it Is bet. 
ler to go with your cattle. 
If It is 


cool and damp when the calle are un- 
loaded and they stand in the chute for 
some time and cool off before being 
watered they shrink badly. 
On that 


kind of morning it is best to hustle 
them 
off the car and water them 


even though they are warm. 
We get 
our cattle to market on a shrinkage of 
12 to 28 pounds to the steer. 
A load 


of 21 last May shrank only 84 pounds, 
four pounds to the steer.

Distrust of that Country a Cardinal 


Article of Faith. 


It is curious that the German Em- 


peror's prostetations of respect for the 
Monroe doctrine and the 
apparent 


recognition of that 
doctrine 
by the 


German government fall on deaf ears 
in the United Slates. 
Nobody here 


believes that the Emperor has any 
respect for the doctrine of itself or 
that the German government has the 
slightest notion of steering national 


I policy as if the Monroe doctrine were 


is fco congested that something must 
be done to relieve the conditions and 
the managament determined to com- 
mence at the top and the pride of 
the passenger department will be the 
first to go. ' 


well recognized 
international law. 
Americans are convinced that Ger- 
many has more or less definite de- 
signs on parts of South America, and 
we know that if the opportunity offers 
the Monroe doctrine will be quickly 
brushed aside in the realization of the 
designs. 


At the same time our skepticism as 


to the Teuton's sincerity is accom- 
panied by the best of good will to- 
ward the empire and the German peo- 
ple. 
International hatred and pre- 


judice have nothing to do witn our at- 
titude toward Germany. 
We are as 


fond of Germany as of any other na- 
tion, and the ties of common blood 
draw .us almost as close to the Ger- 
mans as to the British. 


We forsee, however, or think wo do, 
that German and American 
policy 


must one day conflict if they continue 
to travel along present lines. 
The 


German expansion policy and 
the 


Monroe doctrine cannot be 
harmon- 
ized, assuming, as we do, that South 
America is the ideal theater of Ger- 
man expansion—the one great portion 
of the habitable globe on which othet 
great powers have not put their claws 
and now occupied by weak nnd de- 
moralized states, which would be as, 
chaff before the mailed fist. 


We do not blame Germany for cov- 


eting South America; we would do 
the same in her place. 
At the same 


time we firmly feel that we must stand 
by the doctrine of the inviolability of 
the American continents.
